Cohrs) in an article entitled Ilaltbarlaeit von Abortusbanrha’-tcrien

b. "»sid Ucruin-Ih3titut (V7B Pharma), Dessau, has experimented and is notr 

in the developmental stare on a project entitled, Haltbarmachung lebender 
Kolikeine (process of keeping coli bacilli alive). Source states that 
the method used by Asid is essentially the American method of Motto and 
Flossdorf . 

c. Professor Dr. Hans Khflll of Jcnapharra in Jona has been working in this 
field with the method of drying colon bacilli over sulphuric acid in a 
vacuum. 

2, In 1950 and 1951, the DDR Office for Research and Technology granted Asid 
a total of 52,000 DM for research in the field of colon and tetanus bacteria.
